Point, in which I found 


myſelf then of a different Opinion from the Recor- 
DER, is, that of his aſſuming, what I ſuppole he 


clames as his Right at the Board, a deliberative, if 
not a dictatorial, Voice in the Aſſembly. Ithen did, 


as I ſtill do inſiſt upon it, that however learned and 


great the RECORDER may be, he is but a Ser- 


vant of the City, and no Member of either Part 
of the Aſſembly. Conſequently, every Member of 
the Aſſembly, in Council, is the REcoRDER'S Su- 
perior, Therefore, mſtead of making Motions, de- 
bating upon Motions, Petitions or Queſtions, or 
giving Anſwers or Replies to the Members; it 1s 
the Duty of the REcorDER to be filent at the 
Board and in the Aſſembly, as Judges, who are not 
Peers, mult be in the Houſe of Lords, till conſulted 
upon Forms or Points or Matters of Law. This 


Doctrine, I know, is new to the RECORDER. But 


he muſt confeſs it is true and juſt. 


In all theſe, My Lord, I have judged it incum- 


bent upon me to differ ſrom. Mr. RxcoRDER. I intro- 
duce the Inſtances here, rather to ſum up the Accu- 
ſations that he can bring againſt me, than to offer

And now, Mr Lord, I would aſk, in what J have 
hurt my quondam Friend, or how have I provoked

And, that 
ſome Freterce might be made 3 this Report, a 
pitiful, inſignificant Rabble were ſtirred up, perhaps 
hired, by Some-body, to poſt up ſeditions Papers and 
beat a Drum through the City. Of this, Notice 
was given to Men m Power, particularly to our 
very vigilant and active chief Magiſtrate, and your 
Lonpsklr fell in with this pitiful mock Mob; yet, 
however inconſiderable they were, and however 
powerful and active your Lordſhip, not one of them 
were Hrought to Juſtice or even taken. And upon

Thank God | 
the Laws do not, if the Apocrypha and ever ſo many 
Apocryphal Judges combined, to exclude them. 
But, {conſole my Fellow Citizens upon finding, 
that the Judge, cannot even in Apocrypha, find an Han- 
dle to exclude all the reſt of our Corporations from 
Councils, State and City Offices; Juries, Sc. Exult 
therefore ye Merchants, Taylors, Barbers, Bakers, 
Butchers, Shoemakers, Sadler Cooks, Tanners, Tallow- 
 Chandlers, Glyvers, 2 ea vers, Dyers, Coopers, . Hatters, 
Cutters, Stationers, Bricklayers, Hoſiers, Curriers, Brew- 
ers, Joyners, and Apothecaries ; for the Judge has not 
found any thing againſt You. You may yet go to 
Church, without Reproof ; you may yet ſerve on 
Grand and Petty Juries, in the Common Council | 
of the City or Nation; you may even come to 
be Sherifs, - Aldermen, or Lord Mayors. | 
Then to bring in little Self, as fes as moſt of 
your Communities, I ſhall ſtill be allowed the fame 
Privileges with you. But for a little private Gratifica- 
tion, in my preſent Profeſſion, indulgemewith quoting 
a Sentence or two of the Context, which perhaps 
was omitted on my Account : Ver. ; Honor a Phy-

fician with the Honor due unto him, for the Uſes which 
You may have of him; becauſe the Lord hath created him. 


V. 2. For of the moſt High, cometh Healing, and he

Great Men, he ſhall be in Admiration. 

It is well, that partial Quotations, in a Charg ge, 
are not as miſchievous, or as criminal as partial 


Evidence in a Cauſe. However, My LORD. 
a Grand Jury thus charged, can hardly miſs Fire, if 
they be as well primed. And are we not to ex- 


pect that a Scripture-inſtructed Inqueſt, muſt make a 
better Figure than any that are inſtructed, by the 
other Judges, in the Common and Statute Laws? 

I ſhould beg Pardon of your Lordſhip and Honors, 
for ſpending ſo much of your Time in this trifling 
Manner. But you ſee how I was led into it. And 
the ſame holy Book, quoted to 6 little purpoſe, 

againſt Us, honeſt and loyal Carpenters, Smiths, &c. 
| authoriſes us, 10 anſwer a Fool according to his Polly. 

Permit me however, My Lok p, to turn over a 
Chapter for the reading of great Rulers and Judges. 
Let ſuch read the firſt Chapter of Isa1an, to the End. 
If theſe great Men find any thing applicable, to 
Places, Perſons, or Times, in this or the following 
Texts, let them ſue the Scipture for a Libel, or get a 
General Warrant to ſearch and tear out the offending 
Chapters or Verſes. Let them look into Mic aH, Chap. 
xi, Verſes 2 and 3 ; the firſt Book of SamuEL, Chap, 
viii, Verſe 3. And if they can, let them ſay, what the 
ſame Righteous Sau ul does, Chapter xii, Verſe 3. 
Let them not overlook. Ps ALM xxv1, 10. Amos, v, 
Verſe 12, or MaTTH+=W, xxiii, 23. 

And thus, for a few Verſes of one Chapter of Apo-

No Man can poſſibly go farther, than IT am, and 
always have been inclined, in paying juſt Reſpect 
and Deference to Rulers, to Judges and other Mi- 
nifters of Juſtice and Law, But, as I muſt ever look 
upon the higheſt Officers, as Men, ſubje& to Er- 
rors, and as Officers, ſubject to ſundry great Temp- 


tations, 'to extend what is called the Prerogative, be- 


yond the legal and juſt Bounds, and otherwiſe to in- 
vade, to curtail, or to betray the Rights and Privi- 


leges of the Subject; I hold it my indiſpenſable Du- 
ty, as it is my conftitutional Birth-right, to have a 


watchful Eye on the Conduct of all that are put in 


Authority under the Crown, and as far as I may 


lawfully, to expoſe and oppoſe all Meaſures de- 
ſtructive of, or dangerous to civil Liberty, the pe- 


cCuliar, invaluable Inheritance of the Subjects of theſe 


Realms.
